An ordinance of the Northern Electric rail- 
Wa} was presented by Ald. Conway. It asks

“ ADVANCE” CROP REPORTS DISCUSSED. 
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Ex-Government Employes Said to Be Fur- 
nishing the Information. 
Members of the Board of Trade read with 
interest the interview with Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Morton published yesterday morn- 
ing touching the government monthly crop 
report.

LOCAL AGENT ENTERS A PROTEST. 


Objects to Class No. 3 Membership in the 
Proposed Constitution, 

A correspondent who discusses the new 

underwriters’ assdciation from a local agent's 


- point of view, writes as follows: 


‘The constitution and by-laws are admir- 
ably drawn and show careful consideration of 
the requirements of the insurance business in 
Cook County. The rules and regulations if 
given due adherence will work reform, yet 
there is evident a bias that has led the com- 
mittee to omit safeguards of the interests of 
strictly ‘local agents.’ Modifications of the 
regulations touching the clerical and general 
working of the business can be readily agreed 
on, but at least one-third of the membership 
of the present association is of strictly 
the class ‘local agent,’ not empowered 
to appoint other persons as agents, and these 
local agents find two propositions of regula- 
tion in the new body against which they most 
earnestly protest. These propositions are, 
first, the No. 3 class of membership; second, 
the compensation to brokers. The new asso- 
ciation proposes to qualify as agents—without 
limitation of number nor location of office— 
all persons who do an insurance business, a 
little real estate business, a little banking ana 
a little loaning business, making them full 
recording agents for the districts outside the 
old city limits and authorizing a commission 
to be paid equal to the full union commission 
paid to regular and old established agents in 
the down-towr business district. This action 
would create an army of agents in the out- 
lying districts and at once cut off the regular 
‘local agent’ members of the association 
from all business frown these men and from 
these districts. 

‘*The new association proposes to reduce 
commission. to brokers, making a uniform 
716 percentage on'all ciasses, including the 
business lying in the districts for which No. 3 
members are appointed agents, the latter be- 
ing allowed the fuli union commission. 

‘There is manifest inconsistency and 
apparent injustice in this combination. No 
regular local agent authorized for the down- 
town district can admit his interest will be 
advanced by these methods, nor caf he ex- 
pect to compete with the No. 3 men acting 
under the orders of general managers having 
their head uffice in the city, as the commission 
to local agent and to No. 3 is the same and 
no margin is left on which to base any solici- 
tation of such business. A large number of 
brokers are residents of the outlying districts. 
they in many cases own their residences and 
oy the opportunities of acquaintance in their 
neighborhood have built up a business of the 
kind on which the No, 3 members are to be 
paid 25 per cent while they as ‘brokers’ are 
themselves to receive but 744 per cent. 

** It is impossible to convince any intelligent 
broker that a man with an office in a certain 
section of the city who, in addition to doing 
an insurance business, does a little real 
estate business, expressing. and coal and 
wood business. and knows nothing about the 

‘insurance business, should be paid 171% per 
cent more for his work than an experienced 
insurance broker who has fair knowledge of 
the requirements of his business.”’ 


TO ENTER FOR BUSINESS HERE, 


Agency for Wachusett Mutual to Be Placed 
with Nye & Taylor, 

The Wachusett Mutual Insurance company 
of Fitchburg, Mass., has decided to go into 
the general. agency business and has appoint- 
ed Gbrion & Russell of Boston as managers. 
The agency management will be the same as 
that of the Old -Colony Mutual insurance 
company and the representatives for Illinois 
will he Nye & Taylor. Raymond Hayes said 
last night that the company would be entered 
regularly in Ohio, Illinois, and Missouri, and 
that the maximum line for the present would 
be $5,000. The liability of the policyholder 
as a member of .the company is once the 
amount of the premium paid. The Wachu- 
setts Mutual is one of the vid line Massachu- 
setts mutual companies and has established a 
surplus and reinsurance reserve. In view of 
the movement among mutuals the stand taken 
by the Illinois insurance department is of 
some interest. The representajives of the 
Wachusett Mutual expect to enter Illinois on 
a showing of a reserve equal to 50 per cent of 
the unearned premium account, 


TO USE OIL FOR FUEL, 


Local Board Committee Confers with Pack- 
ers and Manufacturers.

Free Stations for Those Not Able to Pay=

OITY RAILWAY EARNINGS SHOW A 


REMARKABLY SHARP DEORBASE. 


The Dividend for the First Quarter Was 
Unearned=Manhattan Elevated Warn- 
ings=Calumet Dock Advanced=—Dia- 
mond Match Trying to Prevent a Re- 
duction in the TariffeUnion Stock- 
Yards Earnings=High Prices of Munic- 
ipal Bonds, 

The Chicago City railway failed to earn its 
dividend for the first quarter of this year. 

The dificit was between $75,000 and 


$100,000. It has been well known that the 


earnings of the company have fallen off 
sharply compared with the earnings of 18938, 
and that they wete even showmg some de- 
crease when compared with 1892, but it isa 
rather starting statement that the company’s 
traffic has so far decreased as to endanger the 
dividends, That, however. is perhaps hardly 
a fair statement of the situation, even though 
the dividend has not been earned, ‘for earn- 
ings of the street railway companies are chief. 
ly made during eight months of the year, 
while the four winter months are not expected 
to make much more than operating expenses. 
The statement that the company failed to earn 
its dividend for the first quarter. however, shows 
how marked has been the decrease, for its net 
earnings héretofore ‘have been something like 
double its dividend rate for the tall year. 

West Chicago Street railway officials appear to 
be satistied with the traffic through the new tun- 
nel, The Halsted street and Blue Island avenue 
lines are now showing increases even as compared 
with this time last year, although up to the time 
of the opening of the tunnel they were showing 
sharp decreases. 

As bearing on the general question of decreases 
in street railway and elevated traffic, the statis- 
ties of the Manhattan Elevated of New York are 
interesting. The following statement shows the 
earhings for the quarter ending March 31:

This shows a decrease during the quarter of 
4,314,240 passengers, which is at the rate of 
only about 8 per cent, a decrease far smaller 
than is ruling in Chicago. 

The statement made in this column recently 
that the earnings off Street's Stable Car line 
for ng were the largest of any ‘corresponding 
month in the company’s history is borne out by 
the statement of the business of the Union Stock- 

ards for that month. Heavy increases are 
shown a8 compared with April, 1893, in all 
classes of live stock received. There was an. in- 
crease of 20,760 head of cattle, 2,082 head of 
calves, 148,000 hogs, and 11,000 sheep. 

The demand for Calumet Dock stock carried 
the price up to 60 yesterday. It issaid that some 
of the stock is wanted to exchange for an im- 
portant real estate purchase. If the boom in the 
stock was merely the result of “ demand for 
actual use in the purchase of real estate, that de- 
mand was soon satistied apparently, for the price 
fronped back to 58'4. 

J. K, Robinson, the Treasurer of the Diamond 
Match company, is now in Washington, and is 
said to be lobbying for tariff legislation favor- 

le to the company’s interests. The fight the 
Diamond Match is really making is not for an 
advance in the duty, but to. prevent a decrease 
which might open the market to foreign matches. 

New illustration of the great accumulation of 
idle money is &onstantly to be fonnd in the mar- 
ket for manicipal bonds. ‘Che City of St. Louis 
has just called for bids for $2,000,000 4 per cent 
twenty year refunding bonds. There were four- 
teen bidders for the issue. Included among the

If life insurance companies are forced 
into an investment field which yields them but 
3,7 per cent it is a little difficult to say how they 
are going to easily make good their guaranteed 
policies, which they agree shall pay 4 per cent on 
all premiums paid in. The secressful bidders 
for the bonds paid almost as much as same kind 
of bonds are selling at retail at resent, soit is 
evidently their belief that the démand for first- 
class bonds is to continue keen eough to further 
advance the price in the open mafket. 

The Massachusetts State Treastrer has just de- 
clined a bid of 108.13 for $600,000 Massa- 
chusetts 3% per cent forty-year bonds, which is a 
price which would make them net but 3's per 
cent. f 

A strong steriing market and the gold reserve 
down in the neighborhood of #90.000,000 
again calis attention to the necessity of replen- 
ishing the Treasury. The condition of the Treas- 
ury. however, is not yet nearly so bad as it was 
at one time last year, and the reserve is still far 
above the poirit where it was when it was thought 
necessary Gelose to issue bonds. The Treasury 
situation is much the same as it was last year at 
this time, when the gold fund declined from 
#$100.000,000 to $90,000,000 between April 20 
and June 10. Before the recent bond issue, how- 
ever, the reserve had fallen to $65,000,000, The 
sterling market remained decidedly firm yester- 
day, but no engagements of gold fer export by 
Wednesday’s steamer had yet been made, and it 
is not thought that the exports will be large in 
the early part of this week at least.

‘LIKELY TO IRRITATE THE INDIANS. 


Cuts in Appropriations That Will Affect 
Supplies and Create Discontent, 

Wasuineton, D.C,., May 14.—[Special.]— 
- Congressional econony in appropriations has 
been so great that fear is expressed the result 
may be trouble from some of the tribes, as 
well as a crippling of the service, unless ‘the 
Indian appropriation bill is amended before 
it passes. Representative Wilson of Wash- 
ington has been investigating the subject, 
and he is prepared to show the House that the 
cuts on the Indian service go to the bone. 
The cut on the Apache Indians from $125.,- 
000 to $90,000 will necessitate a re. 
duction next year of 1,000,000 pounds 
of beef and 30,000 pounds of flour. 
Qn the authority of those in the service this 
‘cut on food is likely to lead to trouble from 
the Apaches, It will also be shown the In- 
dian police service will be made inefficient by 
the proposed cut. The cut of $273,000 on 
Indian schools will be opposed, as an embar- 
rassment to the educational part of the serv- 
ice. It appears also that the support of In- 
dian pupile at industrial, agricultural. me- 
chanical, and other schools in the various 
Scates has been abandoned by the bill. There 
are many other specific items which will be 
pointed outas likely to cripple the service 
and cause mutterings and possible uprisings 
among the Indians. 


COXEY CRANK DISTURBS THE HOUSE, 


A Negro Attempts to Make a Speech, but 
Is Soon Ejected. 

Wasuinctrox, D..C., May 14.—The even 
tenor of the business of the House was in- 
terrupted by a burly negro in the center of 
the gallery arising andshouting: ** Mr. Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives.’’ In- 
stantly the House was in confusion and all 
eyes were turned upon the orator 
in the gallery. The Speaker directed 
the doorkeeper to remove the man, He 
was of powerful physique, however, and the 
doorkeeper was unabie to oust him for some 
time, the negro endeavoring to deliver his 
alleged divinely inspired message, to the ef- 
fect that the Lord had commanded him to 


4 come to the Speaker of the House and order 


him to pass the Coxey bills. Other portions 
of his message referred to the Capitol, the 
White House, and the Treasury, but the exact 
purport was not learned in the confusion. 
The interloper was finally eyected, and when 
the confusion had subsided business was re- 
sumed.

Bill Passed in Favor of Mr. dackson of 
Coldwater, Mich. 

WasnincTton, D. C., May 14.—[Special.]—An 
echo of the national bank robbery at Coldwater, 
Mich.. in March, 1892, was heard in the Senate 
of the United States today when a bill was 
passed refunding $270 to Lewis A. Jackson, that 
amount-having been paid Collector Stone at De- 
troit. From the evidence it appeared that Jack- 
son. in addition to his duties as cashier of the 
bank in question, was also Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue at Coldwater, and in order ta 
keep his funds safe placed them each day in the 
bank vault, supposed to be burglar proof, In 
March, 1892, however, the bank was entered by 
burglars and one safe blown to pieces. In the 
proceeds of the rebbery the burglars secured the 
money received that day by the Deputy Collector 
of Internal Revenue. r. Jackson, however. 
made good the sum noted above out of his private 
funds.

Their defense was 
that they took the train with the tacit consent 
of the Northern Pacific managers, but the 
Judge did not accept jt as a deferise, he hav- 
ing previously issued an injunction restrain- 
ing them from interfering with the road, 
which is in the hands of receivers. While 
passing sentence Judge Knowles said: 

There seems to be a popular craze that people 
may take possession of railroads and otherwise 
tramp to Washington, feeding upon the commu- 
nity through which they pass, who give them 
supplies because they want them to move on, and 
thus help dump them on other communities. 
This craze seems to have gotten hold of men who 
ought to be good, sensible citizens, but they must 
not be allowed to seize a railroad and use it as 
they see fit, whether itjis in the hands of a court 
or private individuals.

“ WEALERS” QUIT THEIR LEADER. 
Randall’s ArmyiCries Out for More Corn 
and Less Husks, 

Gosnen, Ind., May 14.—[Special.]—While 
Randall slept in a soft feather bed last night 
a part of his army camped under the trees in 
Studebaker’s Park| deserted the ranks. 
When Randall drove up to the camp this 
morning he was informed that sixteen un- 
grateful followers had departed jin the night. 
They were members of Company “ F,” and 
judging from the manner by which they left 
they had calculated | their departure before- 
hand. Sunday night a full ration of meat 
and bread was issued toeachcompany. The 
deserters drew the rations for! their entire 
apne composedof fifty-three men. At 
4*a.m. the desertersjstole by the guards and 
took with them all /the rations. Their com- 
rades who were left behind would have gone 
without breakfast had not the other compa- 
nies taken pity onthem and given them a 

share of their supplies. 

This is the second |Monday since Randall 
has been out that a desertion has-taken place. 
A week ago Sullivan, with nearly 100 men, 
started out on an independent march. The 
men who left this morning have gone in 
search of Sullivan in hope of faring better. 
Randall, in spite of all his lectures to his men, 
> has not been able to Satisfy all of them. Sul- 
livan, the leader of the first band of deserters, 
was a constant grumbler, whom Randall 
charged with inciting the men.) He expelled 
Sullivan from the army and found that the 
man hada good many friends. The men 
who left had many‘ complaints. They 
claimed the food owas unfairly di- 
vided and that Randall was holding his 
head too high. He has slept only one night 
in the camp since the men left Chicago, and 
they did not like that. Ateachitown Randall 
has found either friends or neans enough to 
secure for himself aigood bed. When his men 
slept in the woods; without shelter through 
rains and storms Randall was in adry place, 
as a rule.

A MASS OF INCONGRUITIES. 

A person reading the latest Democratic 
tariff bill with no knowledge of the real rea- 
sons for getting it up would be inclined to 
believe that it was the work of men who, 
while in favor of the protection of American 
industries, had no idea how it was to be 
symmetrically and effectively done, and 
hence could not well help preparing an in- 
congruous and inharmonious measure, giving 
too little protection here and too much there. 
If the ** compromise”’ nature of the measure 
were not too well known every one would be 
inclined to think it the result of the labors of 
protection bunglers, whose motives were com- 
mendable but whose knowledge was limited. 

It is known, however, that this final prod- 
uct of Democratic intelligence was the result 
of a compromise between free trade Demo- 
crats, for whom no reduction of protection 
can be too great,.and other Democratic Sena- 
tors, mostly from Northern States, who do 
not believe in free trade, even if it is the doc- 
trine of their party, and who wish to get what 
protection they can for special industries in 
their own States or in the vities where they 
dwell. Thus the kindly interest taken by 
Senator Murphy in the collars and cuffs in- 
dustry of his City of Troy has been so great 
that he has secured for those articles protec. 
tion only a trifle less than that of the McKin- 
ley bill and far higher than that of the act of 
1883 or of the Mills bill. 

The duties on cotton yarns were increased 
very slightly by the McKinley bill on some 
of the grades. That increase was not needed 
by the New England mills, and there is no 
reason to believe it was needed by the South- 
ern ones. Yet the ‘‘compromise”’ tariff bill 
makes the duties on cotton yarns higher than 
the McKinley bill did. It has been stated 
that the New England cotton spinners are 
satisfied with the new schedule. They have 
reason tobe. The increase may have been 
given through ignorance orto compensate 
the manufacturers for the failure to keep the 
promise made them that soft coal should be 
free. The New England manufacturers want 
that very much, but cannot have it because 
Senator Gorman, who is largely interested in 
coal mines, insists that coal must be protect- 
ed. Or it may be that the Southern Senators 
are not unwilling to protect the cotton spin- 
ners of their States.

ABANDONING SAMOA. 

In reply to the resolution of inquiry albel 
to the condition of affairs at Samoa offered 
by Senator Gray, the administration’s mouth- 
piece, Secretary Gresham has sent a letter |to 
the President, which the latter has commuyunhi- 
cated to Congress, practically reversing the 
policy proclaimed by President Cleveland 
and ex-Secretary Bayard. Gresham is will- 
ing that our rights in Samoa under the treaty 
of Berlin shall be given up, that our coaling 
station at Pago Pago Bay shall be abandoned, 
that the autonomy and independence of 
Samoa shall no longer be preserved, and that 
England or Germany, he cares little is 
may have Samoa. 

From the time when Germany first sought 
to nullify American interests in Samoa the 
policy of this. country has been to assert jits 
rights there and demand that its independence 
shall be respected. Congress authorized the 
government to protect our treaty rights at 
Pago Pago. It was Mr. Bayard himself who 
secured the tripartite control of Samoa. Ex- 
Secretary Whitney five years ago, in his letter 
to Secretary Bayard, urged the necessity of 
this control of islands lymg ‘ in the direct 
highway of a growing and important cqm- 
merce between Australia and the United 
States,” Again he wrote: ‘‘A harbor at 
Samoa will become of national consequence 
to us in the future as a naval power; but if 
the islands are to go under the dominion of 
Germany it would cease to be of use.” Sec- 
retary Bayard in 1889, subsequent to the re- 
ceipt of these letters, notified Count d’Arco 
that a just policy ** necessarily included! re- 
spect for the existence of Samoan autonomy 
und independence.” Mr. Bayard indeed had 
sounded the warning in 1885 when he|de- 
clared:

The moral interests of the United States with 
respect to the islands of the Pacific, necessarily 
dependent in greater or less degree on our Ar 
ican system of Commonwealths, would cou! 
us to look with concern on any wr tage

Mr. Cleveland reiterated this a in 


1889 when hesaid in a special message to 
Congress: 

Acting within the restraints which our Cope 
tution and laws have placed upon executive 
power, I have insisted that the autonomy and 
independence of Samoa should be scrupuldusly 
preserved according to the treaties made with 
Samoa by the powers named and their under- 
stand and agreements with each other. I 
have protested against every act apparently 
tending in an opposite direction. 


If ever an Anjerican doctrine was iterated, 
reiterated, and proclaimed to the world it was 
this in reference tothe autonomy and inde- 
pendence of Samoa. What has happened 
since 1889 or wherein has the situation 
changed that Secretary Gresham should now 
deliberately recommend the reversal of this 
American policy and the surrender of nghts 
which we had secured by the tripartite treaty? 
By what strange influence has he apparently 
succeeded in inducing the President to aban- 
don his own policy—one of the few policies 
that lent credit to his first administration?

THE APPORTIONMENT OF 1889, 

The Democrats have a great deal to|say at 
this time about what they call the gerry- 
mander of 1882—a “gerrymander”’ under 
which they carried the Legislature when they 
had the yotes to carry the State. [f they 
thought the last apportionment was violative 
of the Constitution why did they not go be- 
fore the Supreme Court and have it set aside?

At the fall election of 1882 tne Re- 
publicans had 5,400 majority on the vote for 
State Treasurer, and had only 77 out of the 
153 House members, That showed the Dem- 
ocrats that they could not assail the appor- 
tionment on the ground of political up fair- 
hess. Subsequent elections made it apparent 
to them that if at any legislative election they 
could get a majority of the popular vote of 
the State they could win a majority of the 
districts, and that unless the Republicans had

THE WAY TO DEAL WITH a CANADA, 

The Wilson bill materially lowered the 
duties on those products of the forest and the 
farm which Canada producesin the greatest 
abundance and is most anxious to dispose of 
in the American market, The compromise 
measure lowers those duties also, not as much 
as the| Wilson biil,; but enough to be of great 
ussistance to the Canadians. Senator Galling- 
er will offer atthe proper timean amend- 
ment |providing thatthe new tariff, law, no 
matter what its duties may be, shall become 
operative as regards the Dominion only after 
the Dominion Government has expressed its 
willingness to enter) into a commercial ar- 
rangement with the United States which will 
result in a material lowering of the Canadian 
duties on the manufactured and other prod- 
ucts of the United States, and a joint commis- 
sion has devised such an arrangement which 
is satisfactory to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

This is an eminently fair proposition. It is 
the intention of the Dominion authorities if 
the United States lowers its duties on the 
natural products of Canada to reduce. corre- 
spondingly the Canadian duties on the same 
articles, although the Dominion never has 
taken and will not take large quantities of 
them/from this country. But the duties on 
jmanufactured goods will not be lowered. 
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United States market for Canadian products 
without giving an equivalent by permitting 
the freer entrunce of American manufactures 
into Canada, They want to have an arrange- 
ment which shall be equivalent to the old jug- 
handle one of 1854. 

Suppose oats should be put on the free list 
of the Canadian tariff. That would not bene 
fit the American farmer, while the Canadian 
farmer would be greatly benefited if this 
country were to take the duty off oats. The 
Dominion people are playing at being fair. 
In reality they are pursuing the same unfair 
policy as of old. 

The Finance committee has agreed to an 
amendment to the effect that agricultural im- 
plements coming from Canada shall not be 
admitted free unless the Canadians also put 
those articles on their free list. The principle 
having been admitted it should be broadened, 
The United States should make no valuable 
concessions to Canada without securing equal- 
ly valuable ones in return—not pretended 
concessions like putting poultry and eggs on 
the free list, but real ones, such as lowering 
the almost prohibitory duties on American 
manufactures. 


Tue Board of Managers of the Union 
League club at their regular meeting yester- 
day voted unanimously to expel Congressman 
Breckinridge from his honorary membership 
in the club. The order of expulsion, how- 
ever, will not be enforced for thirty days, and 
during that time he will be conceded the 
customary privilege, if he so desires, of .ap- 
pearing before the board and showing cause 
why the order should not be carried out and 
why his name should be continued on the 
honorary roll of the club, The Board of 
Managers in their action have reflected the 
sentiment of the club, and thus have vindi- 
cated its standard of honorary membership. 
They could do no less than they have done, 
and they wouid not have been justified in per- 
mitting his voluntary withdrawal, The mem- 
bership was tendered to him as a special 
recoguition of what was supposed to be the 
highest personal character, and it is an honor 
which has been awarded only to a few per- 
sons. As his case stands, since the trial with 
which he was connected so notoriously he has 
forfeited all claims upon the honorary priv- 
ileges conceded tao him, The board therefore 
could not continue those privileges without 
sacrificing its standard of honorary member- 
ship. Some question has been raised as to 
the possible effect of the club’s action upon 
hig political prospects in the pending Con- 
gressional election in his district, but that 
effect cut no figure in the action of the board. 
He was dismissed on the merits of the case, 
It is not likely he will appear before the board 
to| defend his case, though it is not safe to 
predicate anything as certain against his 
audacity. Should he do so he will have to 
make a stronger showing than is contained in 
the record of the recent suit to recover his 
mém bership. 


REPRESENTATIVE BreckinripGs of Arkansas 
says: ‘‘I am a free trader, and do not believe 
in any protection.| I further believe that ab- 
solute and immediate free trade would bea 
prompt and unspeakable blessing to our coun- 
try. I know, however, that the country is not 
ready to go this far.’’ Just after the election 
of 1892 Mr. Breckinridge thought the coun- 
try was ready to go that far. The November 
vote did seem to indicate as much. Mr. 
Breckinridge has discovered that the people 
are not ready for free trade. He will find out 
before long that they are not ready to move 
in| that direction or to do anything which 
makes protection’ less effective than of old. 
It may seem shockingly inconsistent on the 
part of the people, but States which voted 
against pratection in 1892 are going to vote 
for it this fall and from now on. The people 
do| not approve of either the Wilson bill or 
the milder measure the Senate Democrats 
haye patched up, though Mr. Breckinridge 
sedms to think they do.

DEATH OF PROF. HENRY MORLEY, LL. D. 


Noted English Literary Man Passes Away 
The Obituary Record, 

Lonpox, May 14.—Prof.. Henry Morley, 

LL. D., died today at'Carisbrooke, Isle of 


Wight, aged 74 years. 

[ Prof. Morley ranked high both in the fields of 
literature and education. He was a native of 
London, where he was born Sept. 15, 1822. After 
his graduation from King’s College he practiced 
medicine for four years. Later he accepted an 
offer to settic in London as a journalist in asso- 
ciation with Household Words and the Examiner, 
of which he afterward became editor. He was 
English lecturer at King’s College from 1857 to 
1865 with duty confined to the direction of the 
English department ip the evening classes. From 
1865 to 1889 he was Siadensse of English Lan- 
guage and Literature at University College, Lon- 
don, and upon his retir@ment to Carisbrooke in 
1889 he was made emeritus yfessor. He was 
examiner in English Lad gdase. literature, and 
history to the University. London from 1870 
to 1875, and during a second term of five years 
from 1878 to 1883. From 1878 to 1889 he was 
also Professor of English Language and Litera- 
ture at Queen’s College, London. From 1882 to 
1889 he was Principal of University Hall, Lon- 
don. He was a voluminous writer, and his writ- 
ings covered a wide range.of subjects. |

OPPOSED TO COMPROMISE AT THE 
OLEVELAND OONFERENOE. 


They Stick to Their Demands and Through 
Their Officers Insist That They Must 
Be Met=This Objection to Any Con- 
cession Causes Great Doubt as to Any 
Agreement Being Effected Between 
the Operators and the Strikers<Pitts- 
burg to Be Partly Represented.

All of the executive officers of the Miners’ 
Association are here, and something over 200 
miners also. Alarge number of opé¢rators 
are on the ground. The I)linois operators and 
pert of the Pittsburg district will not be rep- 
resented in the conference, $0 whatever terms 
may be agreed upon must be ratified by the 
absentees before they become effective. 
Therefore, a' contingent clause will ¥ the 
only thing that will keep the conference from 
being an utter failure. | : 

The manner of settlement will be the first 
point of disagreement. Pittsburg district 
operators heve declared that they would not 
settle except directly with) their men.’ The 
United’ Mineworkers’ convention declared 
against settlements of that kind, and the or- 
ganization still stands by its original declara- 
tion without the slightest indication of | waver- 
ing. Secretary Patrick McBride sounded 
the miners’ keynote tonight by stating 
that no settlement would be made 
other than upona natural basis. He said: 
‘*‘Our motto is and will continue to be ‘One 
for alland all for one.’ If one section goes 
to work we will all go to work, and under no 
other conditions can the unions be operated. 
We have gathered statistics about the indus- 
try and are prepared to discuss the question 
from any and every point that may be breught 
forward. All we are asking is fair, living 
wages, such as were paid to us before the re- 
ductious were made last fall and winter.”’ 

A ray of hope was shed upon the situation 
by the receipt of the following dispatch from 
Pittsburg tonight: 

Representatives of thirty-four railroad coal 
companies in this district met here today and de- 
cided to go to Cleveland tonight for the purpose, 
if possible, of effecting a settlement of the coal 
strike at' tomorrow's convention. They will not 
be guided by the action of the river operators 
and will use their influence to secure a uniform 
mining rate. 

President John McBride, when asked as to 
the probability of a compromise said: * I 
know there has been some talk in the newspa- 
pers about & compromise, but it has all-come 
from the operators.

Unless he can make the right kind of a 
defense showing why such action should not be 
taken Congressman W.C, P. Breckinridge will 
be expelled one month hence from honorary 
membership in the Union League club of 
Chicago. By unanimous vote taken at a reg- 
ular meeting held yesterday the members of 
the Board of Managers recommended that 
the name of the Kentuckian be scratched off 
the list, and that he be notified at once. 

As the meeting was held behind closed 
doors it could n>t be learned who made the 
motion to expel Col. Breckinridge. Every 
member, however, seemed to be of one opin- 
ion as to what should be done in the matter.

- In the absence of President Wilson Judge 
Kohlsaat presided. It was first decided that the 
formula as provided in the club rules for ex- 
pelling active members should be observed in 
dealing with Col. Breckinridge. This form- 
ula states that an expelled member can 
have the, privilege, if he so desires, of 
making a defense within thirty days 
from the time his expulsion is_rec- 
ommended, At the end of thirty days 
and in a regular meeting of the board final 
action is taken. Col. Breckinridge is the first 
honorary member against whom such pro- 
ceedings were ever had, and while there was 
nothing in the club constitution requiring the 
board to extend him special favors it was 
deemed advisable to show him such evi- 
dences. of courtesy as not to lower the dignity 
of the organization. 

Walter H. Wilson, as Secretary of and un- 
der instructions from the board, gave out 
such portions of the proceedings as the board 
desired to have published. He said: 

‘*We particularly request that as little 
prominence as possible be given to the affair. 
We simply voted to drop Mr. Breckinridge’s 
nutne and, in my opinion, that will be the end 
of it. I don’t anticipate he will undertake to 
make a defense, although the privilege is of.- 
fered him of doing so. He is nothing to us, 
nothing to the club, and .for that reason we 
refrained from giving him prominence by 
calling a special meeting to drop him. There 
wap no discussion of the motion. Every mem- 
ber had his mind made up, and the vote was 
unanimous.” 

Col. Breckinridge was admitted to honorary 
membership Feb, 22, 1892, when he was the 
club’s Washington birthday orator, and deliv- 
ered the annual oration at the Auditorium.

TRIAL NEAR THE END. 


CASE AGAINST DR. MEYER GROWS 
DARKER WITH EAOH DAY. 


Defevse Today Will Begin Submitting Ex- 
pert Testimony=No Further Pretense 
That Brandt or Baum Will Testify= 
Jail Clerk Price of Chicago Adds Some 
More Facts for the Prosecution=Con- 
tinuation of the Northern Pacific In- 
quiry=General News from New York. 


New York, May 14.—[Special.]—It will 
soon be decided whether Dr, Henry Meyer is 
to go to the electric chair as the condemned 
murderer of Ludwig Brandt. The trial of 
the case is almost over. Tomorrow's session 
will be taken up with the submission of ex. 
pert testimony by the defense. There is no 
longer any pretense that Ludwig Brandt or 
Gustav Baum is to be a_ witness. 
The chief aim of the defense ' will 
be to throw doubt on the identification of 
the body of the man buried as Gustav Baum. 
On this point the counsel for Meyer scored 
effectively today and'with the aid of Prof. 
Witthaus and the other experts yet to be 
called they hope to so confuse the jury that 
they will receive at least a disagreement. 
An acquittal is hardly looked for even by 
the most sanguine of Meyer's friends, as 
the circumstances of the conspiracy leading 
up to the alleged murder of Brandt have been 
too clearly proved. As the case stands. the 
evidence will probably all be in by Wednes- 
day, and then will begin the summing up. 
Mr. Brooke will present the side of the pris- 
oner, and District-Attorney Fellows will make 
the speech for the people. Under Recorder 
Smyth's orders no outsiders, except those 
specially provided with permits, will be 
allowed in the court-room., ; 

[Jail Clerk Benjamin Price was astounded at 
the latest move of the defense in the Dr, Meyer 
case in peonacing a letter from M. J. Bretz 
which denies Mr. Price’s allegations in his letter 
to the presecuting attorney in the case a few days 
ago. Mr. Price said yesterday: * They bring 
out a letter from M. J. Bretz. Why, I never men- 
tioned Bretz’s initials and at the time I wrote 
had forgotten them. How did they find him so 
quickly? The fact is, since I wrote the letter | 
located Bretz and was talki to him 
this morning. His name is Peter F. Bretz and he 
lives at No. 82 Gault place. When Meyer first 
came to my notice Bretz was about. 20 years of 
age and narrowly escaped being made a tool of by 
the wily doctor. The story told by Bretz to me 
and. contirmed in “part by my own experience is 
that Meyer caine to Chicago with a young and 
sickly wife who afterward died. He then became 
acqua@inted with a grocer named Gelderman and 
was indicted on the charge of causing that man’s 
death by poison. This was when I first 
knew Meyer. He was brought to jail 
booked by me, and remained under my eye until 
Lawyer ‘Billy’ O’Brien secured his acquittal. 
Then he married Mrs. Gelderman, who had one 
child, a boy, The child was afterward found in 
a bath tubdrowned. Meyer ran away with an- 
other woman, but returned and endeavored to ef- 
fect a reconciliation with his wife, who refused, 
and secured a divorce. It was at this time - that 
Meyer became acquainted with  Bretz, 
but Bretz suspected something wrong 
and esca ped the doctor's toils. 
Meyer was arrested on a charge of conspiracy to 
kill his wife and was locked upin jailin 1890. 
At the same time Brandt and Parker, who were 
referred to during the trial, were brought in on 
charges of forgery and obtaining money by false 
wretenses. There they became intimate with Dr. 
Meyer, and I would not be surprised if the de-
